A study of the effects of a new 
anti-tuberculosis drug, isonico- 
tinic acid hydrazide, has begun at 
Robert Koch Hospital, it was re- 
ported today by Dr. Bernard 
Friedman, assistant medical di- 
rector. 

He said the drug has shown ex- 
cellent immediate results in tests 
thus far. Patients lose their 
fever and cough, gain weight and 
feel better, he said. But he 
warned it will take a long time 
to tell whether the drug is su- 
perior to previous methods of 
treatment, and whether tubercu- 
losis germs may become resistant 
to it. 

Fourteen pulmonary tubercu- 
losis patients at Koch Hospital 
now are being given Rimifon, the 
Hoffman-LaRoche company trade 
name for the drug. A few patients 
with other types of tuberculosis 
also are being treated with the 
substance.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today overruled a motion 
for rehearing the case in which it 
had refused to order St. Louis 
Public Service Co. to extend bus 
service on Morganford road. The 
vote 4 to 1. 

A rehearing was sought by the 
City of St. Louis which 
asked the commission to require 
the company to extend service on 
Morganford between Holly Hills 
boulevard and the city limits to 
provide transportation for about 
3300 persons now without ade- 
quate transit service, 

Chairman Morris E. Osburn, 
who dissented fram the commis- 
sion order last March 11 denying 
the service extension, also dis- 
sented from the order today deny- 
ing the rehearing motion. The 
commission majority in a brief 
order merely held the rehearing 
motion should be overruled. 

The case involved a question 
whether the company operating 
a mass transportation system 
should be required to extend the 
service despite its contention the 
extension would not be profitable. 
The commission majority sus- 
tained the company position. 
Chairman Osburn dissented, tak- 
ing the position’ the extension 
would be in the public interest. 

The city in asking a rehearing 
differed sharply with the findings 
of the commission majority. The 
motion charged the mmission 
erroneously failed to consider the 
company’s operations as a whole, 
“as an integrated city-wide sys- 
tem consisting of both paying and 
non-paying lines.” This relieved 
the company “of its duty unde 
the law to render reasonably ade- 
quate service to all” within its 
field, the motion charged.

WON’T HURT DIETER, 
DAIRY MAN SAYS 


You can spread butter on your 
crackers. and drink whole milk 
even if you’re on a reducing diet, 
Milton Hult, president of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council, said at the 
annual luncheon of the Dairy 
Council of St. Louis yesterday at 
the Park Plaza Hotel. 

Two yéars of diet research 
sponsored by the council at Mich- 
igan State College showed that a 
reducing diet which included four 
quarts of milk and five ounces of 
butter a week worked satisfactori- 
ly on all subjects tested, Holt said.

Frank A. Britton, former St. 
Louis license collector, died last 
night at St.. Anthony’s Hospital 
of a cerebral hemorrhage suffered 
a week ago. He was 67 years 
old. 

He was awaiting trial on a 
charge of failure to file federal 
tax returns in 1948 and 1949, 
years in which the Government 
contended his income totaled $51,- 
205. The United States grand 
jury indicted him last Feb. 20, 
and he pleaded not guilty March 


Britton, a Republican, served 
two four-year terms as license 
collector, leaving office at the end 
of 1950. 

He put in effect a new sys- 
tem of issuing city automobile 
licenses which eliminated long 
waits in line by applicants. 

In his administration he in- 
creased the amount collected for 
the city by 66 per cent over the 
total taken in by his predecessor: 
Britton was renominated for a 
third term but was defeated. 

A native of St. Louis, Britton 
attended St. Louis University and 
St. Michael’s College in Toronto, 
Canada. 

He was vice president of the 
Maginnis-Britton Tire Co., and 
formerly operated a drayage firm. 
He had served as president of the 
Truck and Team Owners’ Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, and for his 
work the association made him an 
honorary life member. —~ 

In addition to his annual salary 
of $9540 as collector, Britton re- 
ceived a 15-cent fee for each state 
hunting, fishing and trapping li- 
cense sold here. These fees to- 
taled from $6300 to more than 
$13,000 a year, and were a factor 
in his difficulties with the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. 

Last December the internal 
revenue collector filed liens for a 
total of $77.065 for allegedly de- 
linquent income taxes, penalties 
and interest against Britton and 
his wife. The liens claimed $55.,- 
245 from Britton for the years 
1939 and 1942 through 1947, while 
$21,819 was claimed from Mrs. 
Britton for 1948 and 1949. The 
liens against Britton will be re- 
filed against his estate, the col- 
lector’s office announced today. 

Britton lived on Kennerly road 
in Sappington. He is survived by 
his wife. The funeral will be Mon- 
day at 9 a.m. at St. Louis Cathe-

Feinsinger said the board’s rec- 
ommendations on the “money is- 
sues,” including both the gen- 
eral wage increase and other pay 
adjustments, were well within the 
board’s regulations and policies, 
had been supported by board ac- 
tion in earlier cases, and were 
“moderate as to amount.” 

“The nation cannot afford a 
steel shutdown,” he said. “That 
has been and will remain the sole 
concern of this board.” 


Estimates of Cost. 


There were all sorts of calcu- 
lations as to what the “wage cost 
package” recommended by the 
WSB would cost. The public mem- 
bers of ihe board figured the 
immediate wage increase, ‘nclud- 
ing the “fringe” benefits recom- 
mended, wo.ld cost the com- 
panies, should they agree to it, 
18.8 cents an hour now, and at 
the end of the proposed 18-month 
contract when the deferred wage 
increases were taken into con- 
sideration, an additional 5 cents 
an hour. 

‘Industry members of the board 
did not attem-t to work out what 
the “package” would cost, but 
representatives of steel companies 
made a quick calculation and 
came up with a figure of 25 cents 
as the immediate increase in labor 
costs, to which they, too, added 
5 cents as the ultimate cost, tak- 
ing into consideration the de- 
ferred wage :ncreases. Other 
steel company representatives 
boosted that in their figures to an 
ultimate labor cost increase of 35 
cents an hour. 

Steel company executives met 
in New York to study the board’s 
recommendations and draft a 
statement, expected later today. 
An industry spokesman said the 
statement was expected to be a 
“blistering attack” on the board's 
proposals.

Officials say these recom- 
mendations have been made by 
Italy in a memorandum sent to 
Yugoslavia, its main rival for 
Trieste, and to the United States, 
France and Britain. 

State Department Silent. 

The State Department, which 
has been encouraging Italy and 
Yugoslavia to work out their 
long-standing quarrel over Tri- 
este, declined to, say whether 
such a proposal has been re- 
ceived. 

Trieste, a 285-square-mile area 
with a population of about 380,- 
000 occupied jointly by Yugo- 
slavia and_ British- American 
troops, was the scene of day- 
long disorder yesterday as Ital- 
jan residents demonstrated on 
the fourth anniversary of a 
joint American, British and 
French proposal that the Trieste 
free territory be restored to 
Italy. Mayor Gianni Bartoli 
joincd tens of thousands of his 
fellow citizens in protesting that 
the three powers have fallen 
short on their moral obligations 
in not seeing that this be done 
despite Russian and Yugoslav 
objection. 

Prospects for Election Dim. 

Trieste was internationalized 
under the 1947 Italian peace 
treaty. The Western Allies and 
Russia, however, never were able 
to agree on a governor. When 
the West proposed giving Trieste 
back to Italy in the declaration 
of March 20, 1948, both Yugo- 
slay Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz 
and the Soviet Union protested. 

Whether Tito or Russia would 
ever agree to a plebiscite in 
Trieste appears to be doubtful. 

Figures compiled by American 
officials in 1949 show that the 
majority of inhabitants are Ital- 
ians. Of the 309,000 in the Brit- 
ish-American zone, 246,000 were 
reported to be Italian. Some 73,- 
000 people live in the Yugoslav- 
occupied zone. Most of these are 
Slovenes. 


30 Hurt, 61 Arrested in Pro-

TRIESTE, March 21 (AP)—A 
pro-Italian demonstration last 
night turned into a fight with po- 
lice resulting in injuries to 30 
persons and arrest of 61.

JUNE 24, 1949: LETTER TO 
CHARLES M. ROWAN, New 
York: 

“In my own mind, my convic- 
tions regarding international co- 
‘operation and collective security 
for peace took firm form on the 
afternoon of the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack. That day ended isolation- 
ism for any realist.” 

Perhaps this was hindsight 
that enabled Vandenberg to pin- 
point such a sharp turning point 
in his career. Actually, the evo- 
lution of his thinking would seem 
to have heen more gradual. Even 
before Pearl Harbor he had ac- 
cepted defeats—such as the arms 
embargo repeal and lend-lease— 
in the spirit of: Well, that’s that, 
where do we go from here? 

Was Jap Attack Inevitable? 

Even after Pearl Harbor, he 
couldn't help asking himself: Was 
the Japanese .ttack inevitable? 
JAN, 27, 1942: DIARY: 

“< ourchill spoke to the Brit- 
{sh Commons today. AND WE 
LEARNED SOMETHING OF 
VERY GREAT IMPORTANCE 
OVER HERE IN THE U. S&S. A. 
In discussing events leading up 
‘to the war in the Far Pacific he 
Said: ‘I will explain how deli- 
cately we walked and how pain- 
ful it was at times—how very 
careful - was that every time 
we should not be exposed single- 
handed to this onslaught. On 
the other hand, the probability 
since Atlantic Conference, at 
which I discussed these matters 
with President Roosevelt, THAT 
THE UNITED STATES, EVEN 
IF NOT HERSELF ATTACKED, 
WOULD COME INTO THE WAR 
IN THE FAR EAST, and thus 
make the final victory assured, 
seemed to allay some of these 
‘anxieties.’ . 
| “In other words (Vandenberg 
continues in his diary), Churchill 
- « « got some sort of an assur- 
lance, evidently satisfactory to 
him, that the United States would 
go to war with Japan regardless 
of whether Japan attacked us or 
not.

“We Asked For It and Got It.” 
This tended to confirm a feel-

DEC. 11, 1941: DIARY: 

“Perhaps it was ultimately 
inevitable that we should be in- 
volved—no one can successfully 
deny that thesis. But I con- 
tend that this inevitability was 
certain in the light of the for- 
eign policies which we pursued. 
We ‘asked for it’ and ‘we got

The isolationist pattern of 
thought did not die easily in 
Vandenberg. Years later dis- 
cussing the proposed $3,750,000,- 
009 post-war loan to Britain, 
the language he used sounded 
not unlike that of The Chicago 
Tribune.

DEC. 8, 1941: DIARY:

postponing all further argument 
over policy until the battle forced 
upon us by Japan is won. I felt 
it was necessary, too, in order: to 
better swing the vast anti-war 
party in the country into unity 
with this unavoidable decision. 
The Administration leaders, with 
typical short-sightedness, had not 
wanted it done. They wanted no 
speeches at all—and even tried 
to cut me off.” 

(Senator Tom Connally had re-

(which is so totally indispensable 
to our war effort). I inquired if 
it was true that Russia had asked 
of Britain (and perhaps of us) a 
present agreement that she shall 
have Latvia, Lithuania and Esto- 
nia after the war is won. The re- 
quest certainly was made of Bri- 
tain. Chairman Connally said, 
confidentially, that all he could 
say was that any such demand re- 
garding these three little coun- 
tries would not be granted. Prob- 
ably so, right now. Certainly it 
would reduce the famous ‘Four 
Freedoms’ to a ‘scrap of paper.’ 
But I wonder if. Russia isn’t in 
position to FORCE almost any 
‘price’ upon us...? Moscow has 
always been a shrewd trader— 
for Moscow.”

Stevenson Apparently Holds Key 
To Truman Decision on Running 


Signs Are President Would Bow Out if He 
Could Be Sure Reluctant Illinoisan 
Would Be Nominee.

HE favorite political parlor game these days is guessing what is 
going on in the mind of President Harry S. Truman, as he suns 
himself at Key West, yet there is a good deal of evidence which 
suggests that the guéessers are playing the wrong game. They ought 
to turn their attention instead to what is going on in the mind of 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinols, as he carries on his state’s business 


in Springfield. 


The known facts point rather | 
directly to four conclusions: 

First, President Truman real- 
ly does not want to run again. 

Second, he will not run if he 
can be reasonably sure that 
Gov. Stevenson will be nom- 
inated in his place. 

Third, Truman will run 
again rather than see any con- 
tender other than Stevenson 
nominated. 

Fourth, Stevenson is honest- 
ly and deeply reluctant to make 
the race. 

Three Influential Persons. 

At least three persons who un- 
doubtedly carry far more weight 
with Truman than any number of 


are enough to suggest that Stev- 
enson’s rivals, even all together, 
are not likely to have the 616 
votes necessary for victory. 


Given a decision soon, and a 
real campaign by Stevenson, the 
Illinois governor should rather 
easily collect the bulk of the dele- 
gates in such big states as 
New York, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Minnesota Massachu- 
setts, Indiana, and New Jersey. 
With this sortof initial strength, 
it is almost impossible to see 
how Stevenson could be stopped. 


There is really no one but 
Stevenson for Truman to turn to. 
The President’s feelings about 
Senator Kefauver are well known, 
Truman could hardly support Rus- 
sell, much as he respects the 
Georgia Senator. And the Presi- 
dent has told at least one recent 
visitor that although he likes 
Kerr, he cannot possibly support 
him, in view of Kerr’s oil connec- 
tions and his civil rights record. 
Rather than allow one of these 
contenders to win by default, Tru- 
man would very probably take 
the nomination himself. 


Thus Stevenson's willingness to 
run is the most crucial point. 

It can now be reported that 
Stevenson had another talk with 
Truman, this time by telephone, . 
shortly before Truman left for 
Key West. It is significant that 
Truman rather plaintively re- 
marked to another White House 
visitor, after this talk, that he 
could not see why he should be 
the only man among 150,000,000 
people to take on his job. 

Stevenson’s Reluctance. 


As this remark suggests, Ste- 
venson is anything but eager. His 
reluctance is not mere coyness. It 
is perfectly understandable. Since 
his wife divorced him, Steven- 
son has been a lonely man, 
Truman’s own rather touching 
complaint in his diary—‘I’m al- 
ways so lonesome when the fam- 
ily leaves”—would apply twice 
over to Stevenson if he achieved 
the terrible isolation of the 
White House.

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A Stretch in Steel 
_ A steelgstrike has been averted for the time 
being. What has done it is a wage recommenda- 
tion that stretches the stabilization formulas to 
the limit and possibly beyond. 


A 10-cent wage increase might have been justi- 


fied by the Wage Stabilization Board under its 
old rules. By applying to steel workers the same 
allowances for increaged productivity that have 
been granted other unions, the board might 
have justified 14 cents or 15 cents. 

The actual recommendation, quickly accepted 
by the union, totals at least 2212 cents an hour, 
though only 1742 cents would become effective 
immediately, the rest going into effect in install- 
ments at midyear and at the end of the year. 
The very fact that the WSB felt it necessary to 
adopt this curious inch-by-inch method argues 
that it could not justify the full amount granted 
under its old formula. But it is the total figures 
which other unions will look at in framing their 
own wage requests, and which the companies 
will look at in demanding ‘price increases. 


For all practical purposes, then, the old for- 
mula has been stgetched so far as to be almost 
unrecognizable. It may be argued that the WSB 
has struck a reasonable compromise between 
what the steel workers sought and what the in- 
dustry was willing to grant. This only emphasizes 
that the board’s function has been distorted from 
that of applying a wage stabilization formula to 
that of mediating a major labor dispute. It may 
have worked out the best compromise it could 
find. but in the shuffle its old rules of wage 
stabilization have been bent or broken. 

With the wage line dented there is every 
reason to expect that the price line will also be 
dented once again. 
find it almost impossible to hold the steel indus- 
try to the $2 price increase which OPS is re- 
portedly ready to allow under the Capehart 
formula. 

If a deal has not already been made for a 
higher increase, great pressure will certainly 
be exerted for one. The Government’s alterna- 
tives will be either to grant the increase or to 
see a strike brought on by the industry’s refusal 
to accept the WSB recommendations. 

All this is familiar. In 1946 the Truman Ad- 
ministration purchased peace in steel by break- 
ing the wage line and the price line.

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No Sense to This 


A considerable amount of confusion as to 
President Truman’s 1952 plans can be turned 
off as the American political system at work in 
an election year. If Congressman Whoosis visits 
the White House today and says the President is 
going to run again and Senator Whatsit visits it 
tomorrow and says the President clearly is not 
a candidate to succeed himself, the guessing 
game goes on and the politicians and the people 
alike are supposed to stay interested. 

That can hardly account for what has hap- 
pened to Democratic National Chairman Frank 
McKinney. He emerged from a series of Key 
West talks and'said he believed the President 
would run again or not depending on whether 
a satisfactory truce could be arranged in Korea. 
These words had hardly got into print before 
Mr. Truman was telling the news correspondents 
at Key West that what happens in Korea will 
have no bearing whatever on whether he will 
seek re-election. 

The most charitable view of this mix-up is 
that it just does not make sense. Mr. Truman 
may flay former Secretary Wallace, complain 
about Bernard Baruch, lam into Gov. Byrnes, as 
he does in “Mr. President.” But what on earth 
use is it to him and his hand-picked chairman 
of the party to put on an exhibition like this one? 
This is the screwiest repudiation yet. 
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The Japanese Treaty Ratified 

Judging by the violent noises heard on Capi- 
tol Hill, it sometimes seems that Congress is 
about to scrap the United States foreign policy in 
every jot and tittle. The votes, however, are 
generally more reassuring than some of the 
speeches, 

Ratification of the Japanese peace treaty is a 
case in point. It was approved by the Senate by 
a vote of 66-10, but not before Senators like 
Jenner, Dirksen and Young had raised the most 
ominous objections. 

The gentleman from Indiana proposed reser- 
vations to “preserve the sovereignty of the 
United States and the war-making powers of 
Congress.” .The gentlemen from Illinois and 
North Dakota predicted that a sovereign Japan 
would trade with Communist China, thus mak- 
ing the latter more of a menace than ever. They 
said that the treaty ought not to be ratified until 
peace is restored in Korea and Indochina. And 
they raised the old cry of unfairness to Chiang 
Kai-shek because he had not been asked to the 
San Francisco peace conference last September. 

But when it came to the vote, they could rally 
only seven Senators,to their side. These were 
McCarran, McCarthy, Kem, Malone, Ecton, 
Dworshak and Welker. 

The plain fact is that the time is ripe for the 
Japanese peace treaty and its accompanying Pa- 
cific security agreements. The pact, as negotiated 
by John Foster Dulles, comes about as close as 
possible to harmonizing the conflicting interests 
of the nations engaged in the war against Japan. 
Nobody will argue that a perfect piece of state- 
craft has been achieved. That is an impossibility 
considering Russia’s attitude. 

But the Senate’s vote means that six of 13 na- 
tions now have approved the treaty, and only 
one more ratification is required to bring it into 
force. This acceptance of the treaty certainly is 
a pragmatic test of its desirability. 
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The New Jersey Bear Trap . 

They are beginning to play for keeps in the 
Republican party.

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The Battle of Bevan 

Always cautious in its appraisal of a political 
conflict, the London Times recently said of 
Aneuran Bevan, the Labor Party rebel, that his 
“influence—as distinguished from his power— 
within the party is growing.” It almost seemed 
that he had the power as well as the influence 
when the party voted down, 172 to 62, an at- 
tempt on the part of the Attlee leadership to 
censure the former Minister of Health. 

The vote, however, indicated not so much 
complete approval of Bevan as it did a desire 
to avoid a weakening split in the party. If it is 
to remain an effective opposition to the Con- 
servative Government, the Labor Party must 
sumehow patch up the disagreement with Bevan 
and his 56 faithful followers. 

Bevan has been saying—and -Churchill has 
called him right “‘by accident’’—that the British 
arms program is too heavy a burden for the 
country. He is not against more limited rearma- 
ment, but he does not want it carried out at the 
cost of British social services. This, it must be 
admitted, is appealing talk to voters who cannot 
be very happy about austerity and taxes. And 
it faces the Labor leadership with the alterna- 
tives of yielding to a politically attractive line 
or continuing to support, fundamentally, a mili- 
tary program which was inaugurated by it rath- 
er than by the present Churchill Government,

Gain for the People of Illinois 

The people of Illinois have just won a double 
victory in their State Supreme Court. They 
have won it in the decision upholding the legis- 
lation passed in the 1951 session at Springfield 
to increase truck license fees a total of $20.- 
000,000 this year and $8,000,000 more annually 
beginning in 1954, 

This is a double victory for the people because 
first it reduces the subsidy which, the state has 
in effect been allowing, the motor trucking 
industry. Second, it makes available funds 
for the improvement of Illinois highways. 

The increases voted by the Legislature and 
signed by the Governor are reasonable enough. 
The old schedule, little changed since World 
War I days, permitted a truck weighing up to 
8000 pounds to operate in Illinois for $12 a year 
—$lamonth, A truck of the same weight will 
pay $20 this year and $26 in 1954. Other 
weights are increased in proportion. 

Yet the new schedule was fought by the truck- 
ers, and last November Circuit Judge Clem 
Smith of Sangamon county enjoined the collec- 
tion of the new fees. This order is now over- 
ruled in a decision written by Supreme Justice 
George Bristow.

- pulled itself out. of the mud a generation ago but 


in doing so it caused its highways to become 
outmoded sooner. Almost nothing was done 
during World War II so reconstruction is now 
an urgent need. With this ruling work can 
now begin on a major scale. 

Here is an achievement in which both parties 
may share. The program was sponsored by the 
administration of Democratic Gov. Stevenson. 
It was passed by a Legislature both branches 
of which were Republican. It is upheld by a 
Supreme Court which contains both Republican 
and Democratic Justices. ‘That is the way state 
government. should function. 
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More Than a Private Fight © 

The proposed St. Lawrence seaway and power 
project is something more than a private fight 
between the railroads and the steel manufactur- 
ers. The compelling interest is the public one, 
though that fact seems sometimes to have been 
lost sight of by those who want to have the most 
to say about it. 

How far the public issues have been distorted 
by the private fight was brought out in hearings 
before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
Gregory S. Prince, assistant general counsel of 
the Association of American Railroads, admitted 
the railroads contributed 80 per cent of the fi- 
nancial support of the organization lobbying 
against the seaway. At the same time he said the 
steelmakers have contributed 80 per cent of the 
funds of the organization lobbying for it. 

Whether the railroads haul iron ore, and 
whether the steel mills gain access to new sup- 
plies of ore, are important matters, but they 
are not the governing consideration in the St. 
Lawrence seaway issue. The governing consider- 
ation is whether the Government of the United 
States is or is not to have a voice in the devel- 
opment of a major waterway and a major power 
source along its ern banks. 

If it joins the Government of Canada in the 
project, it will have that voice, and will share in 


the profits when the cost is paid off. If it does © 


not it will not—and Canada has served notice 
it will in that event go ahead alone.

Between four and five thousand resi- 
dents of the East Zone of Germany find 
their way each month into West Berlin, 
and apply for permission to remain. 

Automatically, it shuts them off for 
good, so long as East Germany remains in- 
side the Soviet orbit, from the homes from 
which they came, in town or country—from 
family, friends, and neighbors. Henceforth, 
they are marked men in the Soviet Zone— 
political outlaws with prices on their 
heads. 

Over and over again I asked the ques- 
tion: why did they come? What particular 
aspect of Commu- : 
nist control did they 
find intolerable?— 
There are many an- 
swers. 

Foremost among 
them seemed to be: 
because they could 
not make a decent 
living. And then: be-: 
cause they were 
tired of being pushed 
around, — “But,” I 
would reply, “you 
were pushed around 
when the Nazis were : 
in power, and you 
managed to accept 
it.”——""Yes, that is true,” they said, “but 
this is worse.”—‘“How worse?”—And they 
would explain: with the Nazis, if you 
minded your own business and did not ac- 
tively oppose them, they did not bother 
you. They did not care what you thought. 
But the Communists insist that you must 
think like them, about everything. 

If you do not think like them, then you 
must be taught to do so—you must go to 
school and learn. There is no freedom and 
no peace. The children are encouraged to 
spy upon their parents.

“So what?” I say. “The Nazis did that 
too.” —*Yes, but this is worse. It was never 
so bad as it is now.” 

Finally, there would come out a reason 
which I always expected would come first, 
but which never did, though somewhere in 
the list it was almost always stated: hatred 
of the Russians; fear that the German 
homeland would never free itself from 
Russian domination. 


Let us look at an individual case: 


He had been born of German stock in 
Poland. When the Germans came to Po- 
land, he had joined the German Army and 
gone with the invaders into Russia. He 
managed to get out just ahead of the ad- 
vancing Russians. He made his way to 
Schwerin, where he found work with a 
Red Army unit which occupied a barracks 
a little way outside the city. 

At first the soldiers were reserved. 
Sometimes they would ask him: Are you 
Communist or German?—And when he an- 
swered that he was a German but not a 
Communist, they would seem to be re- 
lieyed and to begin to trust him. . 

As time went on, they talked to him 
more freely—never when there were two 
er more, for they did not fully trust each 
other. Among many things they told him: 

Not one Red Army soldier in one hun- 
dred is a real Communist. They had n 

Communism when they were chil- 
dren, but now that they were grown up

they saw it wouldn’t work. It might be all 
right for the members of the party—for 
the big shots—but it was no good for any- 
body else. It stood on paper; nowhere else. 


They were sick of it. 


Nearly all the soldiers felt the same, 
but it wasn’t safe to count on what they 
said, because they might be spies—maybe 


trying to get something on you. 


Communism is a failure—in Russia too. 
The peasants are discouraged; they must 
work like dogs, and when they have paid 


their taxes there is nothing left. 


The sooner Communism can be defeated, 
the better for the Russian people. If war 
should come with the United States, the 


Red Army will be beaten. 


Then came a call to report to the Com- 
missar. He was told he had been in the SS, 
and responsible for many atrocities in Rus- 
sia, for which he could be shot. And then

_ Why the Threat Didn’t Work 


They were disposed to leniency if he 
would render service. Because he could 
speak Russian he had made friends among

talked with him—what did they say?

(RIAS (Radio in American Sector) was 


our answer to the Soviet monopoly of Ra- 
dio Berlin. As a regular feature of its pro- 


gram it exposes operations of the political 
police in the Soviet Zone, spelling out the 
names of spies and informers, and warn- 
ing the public against them.) 

As he related it, suddenly he seemed to 
hear his own name being called, and peo- 
ple warned to be on guard for him. 

He could not, dared not do it. 

At 6 o'clock all his family were safely on 
a train, bound for Berlin. 

The story would scarcely be worth re- 
peating save for the light it seems to shed 
on the Red Army—the cioselv-Hidden giant. 


In the Western world it is pretty well 
established that almost no cne wants to 
fight another war. People are dreadfully 
weary of the business—in Europe, weary 
to the point of apathy. The Russians have 
done their share »f fighting and suffering. 


Whenever the Masses Knock 


No doubt the Red Army will defend it- 
self and the soil of Mother Russia, includ- 
ing quite likely her expanded territories. 
That is not the point. The point is this: 

Is the Red Army in a proper frame of 
mind to embark on an offensive war? Will 
not a state whose internal security rests 
upon iis armies think twice before it puts 
them to the test? Has the Kremlin got a 
gun it dare not fire? 

The English historian, A. J. P. Taylor, 
in his book, “From Napoleon to Stalin,” 
has this to say: 

Force cannot provide a lasting an- 
swer. One day the masses will knock 
again at the déor—and they will knock 
more fiercely at the Communist door 
than at any other.

Read either one of these books of travel, 
adventure and scientific discovery and you 
will have found a delightful escape frém 
the present-day world. Go with Mr. 
Mountford to the hot red sands of little- 
known Central Australia and you'll enjoy 
visiting with the kindly but ferocious-look- 
ing brown aborigines: who live naked in 
a kind of stone-age culture. Go with Mr. 
Scholes to Heard Island, separated from 
Australia by 2500 miies of wild and lonely 
seas, and you'll experience the dangers 
and drudgery that he and his 13 compan- 
ions underwent for 15 monthsin the frozen 
Antarctic wastes. Read them h and 
the evidence is overwhelming that ‘Shakes- 
peare knew whereof he spoke when he 
said: “A good traveler is something at the 
latter end of a dinner.” 

Mr. Mountford, a distinguished anthre- 
pologist who has done much to interpret 
the aborigines to the outside world, spent 

weeks living among 
the desert tribes, co)- 
lecting legends and 
folklore, studying 
~ their culture and 
i customs and watch- 
ing their rites and 
ceremonies. He em- 
phasizes that while 
this weird land of 
great rock forma- 
tions, few trees and 
red sand may be the 
white man’s idea of 
the “land that God 
forgot,” it is the re- 
An Australien Aborigine Verse to the aborig- 
inal. To this native 
the land abounds with interest: 

“The trees are not just trees, but the 
transformed bodies of bygone heroes; 
creeks are not just places where the water 
runs, but the tracks of gigantic séfpents 
that meandered their way across ‘the 
country; and isolated hills, not just piles 
of rock but ancestral camps.” 


Listening to the legends and folk tales 
woven around this scenery was somewhat 
like discovering a new Book of Genesis, 
Mr. Mountford found. He also learned 
that these friendly people had a culture 
that was simple, peaceful, co-operative and 
kindly. They were “free from avarice, 
bitterness and strife that characterizes the 
more complex civilizations.” 


Mr. Scholes and fellow members of the 
1948 Australian National Antarctic Re- 
search Expedition, found only ae 
water animals as companions on 
ous and practically uncharted Heard Is- 
land. Winds that ranged from 60 to 120 
miles an hour and deep snows played 
havoe with their camp and personal be- 
longings and frequently cut off radio con- 
tact with the outside world. 

Nevertheless, they built a weather sta- 
tion, mapped the island and assembled 
valuable data on cosmic, auroral, mag- 
netic, tidal, glaciological and geological 
conditions. Much of the interest in this 
book lies in the accounts of how 14 isolated

GAINS REPORTED ON CHEMICAL 


se |AGENTS KILLING CANCER CELLS 


Progress is being made in the 
search for agents that will kill 
cancer cells without injuring nor- 
mal cells, it was reported here 
yesterday by Dr, C, P. Rhoads, 
director lof the Sloan-Kettering 
Institute for Cancer Research and 
of Memorial Hospital in New 
York. 

He delivered the seventh an- 
nual Hanau Loeb lecture at St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine. The lecture is sponsored by 
Phi Delta Epsilon, medical fra- 
ternity, in memory of the late 


Dr. Loeb, who served as dean of 
the school from 1914 to 1927. 
Scientists have established that 
cells in different parts of the 
body vary in structure and in re- 
quirements for growth, Dr. 
Rhoads explained. After deter- 
mining specific needs of cells, he 
explained, laboratory workers 
chemical compounds 
which, while somewhat different 


f| from the substances shown to be 
mii required, still were close enough 
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to be absorbed by the cells. The 
synthesized compounds have de- 
stroyed malignant cells in ani- 
mals without harming non-cancer- 
ous cells, but have yet to be tried 
on human patients, he reported. 


DEATHS OF TWO RUSSIAN 
MILITARY FIGURES ANNOUNCED 


MOSCOW, March 21 (AP)— 
The deaths of two Soviet military 
figures—Alexander Kozlov and V. 
K. Belenkov—were announced to- 
day. 

Kozlov, 50-year-old wartime 
deputy commissar for ammunition 
production, has occupied high po- 
sitions in Soviet military admin- 
istration and the Russian Control 
Commission for Germany. 

Belenkov, a naval captain, was 
deseribed in his obituary an- 
nouncement as an “experienced 
political worker in the Soviet 
Navy.” He served in the Baltic 
fleet and the Danube flotilla dur- 
ing the war.

- WASHINGTON (INS) — This 
- Will be the year of decision for 
. the “defense of the home front. 
“As ‘President Truman noted in 
his report on Jan. 12, there has 
been substantial progress in civil 
defense throughout the nation, 
- but that progress is far from 
enough. 
‘The hard core of civil defense 
has been forming during the past 
- year, The states and the cities 
. have licked the tough basic plan- 
ning job. Throughout the nation 


there are now an increasing num- 
ber of civil defense tests and op- 
_ erational exercises. 
Progress Last Year. 

The progress which was made 
fn 1951, while far from enough, 
would make a great deal of dif- 
ference if an attack were to come 
‘today, 

-Many thousands of lives would 
Se. saved because of what has been 
done. But if that attack comes 
now or in the near future, this 

‘ceuntry and its people would suf- 
fer severely because of what has 
not been done. 

This year we must go all-out 
4n recruiting and training the ad- 
ditional millions of civil defense 
volunteers who will serve in their 
own local communities. Our 
‘states and the cities must test 
their operational efficiency by a 
constant series of realistic air raid 
tests, mutual aid and mobile sup- 
port exercises. 

The facts of survival must be 
driven home again and sagibrun- 
til the man on the street the 
man on the farm can act as in- 
stinctively as a trained soldier 
in combat. 

Unless. these things are done 
and done well within the next 
‘year, the people of this country 
are continuing to e a crush- 
ing enemy attack t their 
own cities. 

Weak Link Remains. 

Because we are dealing with 
an enemy who respects strength 
and exploits weakness, we cannot 
hope to keep the peace if there 
is a weak link in our security 
structure. 

Today we have that weak link 
-—inadequate civil defense pre- 
« paredness. 

Civil defense today is lagging 
dangerously behind our military 
and industrial preparedness. This 
makes us particularly vulnerable 
because we can expect that the 
enemy, if war comes, will strike 
first at people and production on 
“the home front in order to de- 
stroy our source of military and 
industrial effectiveness. 

Our national security demands 
that the home front must be 
trained and organized swiftly and 
on a massive scale to protetct the 
people and. production in the 
event of war. 

Sense of Urgency Needed. 

For that reason, a sense of 
grave urgency must continue to 
motivate everything that is done 
in civil defense throughout the 
nation. That need for urgency in 
civil defense ‘will not abate dur- 
ing 1952. 

The problem of civil defense 
preparedness and the urgency 
which must drive it ahead are 
matters of immediate concern to 
all Americans. 

As the greatest volunteer effort 
ever undertaken in America, civil 
defense depends on the _ indi- 
vidual. If individual Americans 
‘and their families fail to accept 
their responsibility, we will have 
deal a deadly blow to our na- 
tional security and our hopes for 


peace. 


10,609 IN 15 NATIONS IN PAY 
OF U.S, STATE DEPARTMENT 


WASHINGTON (UP) ow The 
United States maintains almost 
five times as many persons in 15 
selected foreign countries as their 
respective governments send here. 

In a State Department listing, 
the size of the staffs of 15 of the 
largest foreign embassies here 
were compared with that of the 
American embassies in those 
countries. The findings indicated 
the growth of the world-wide in- 
fluence and responsibility of the 
United States. 

These countries were included 
fn the list: Argentina, Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, France, Germany, 
Greece, India, Italy, The Nether- 

“Jands, Pakistan, Philippines, 
Spain, United Kingdom, and the 
“ULS.S.R 

“A partial breakdown shows that 
today this country employs 10,609 
“persons in those 15 countries, in- 

~cluding those in colonial posses- 
sions; Of that number, foreign- 
ers make up more than half of 
“the United States overseas staff. 
Americans total 4995 or 48 per 
cent, while non-nationals total 
5614 or 52 per cent. 

In turn, the above foreign coun- 
tries employ 2359 persons in 
Washington, but unlike the 
United States, prefer to send 
their own nationals to fill the em- 
bassy staffs. United States citi- 
zens number only 224 or just un- 
der 10 per cent of the total. 

In’ Moscow, Russian employes 
at the American embassy out- 
number American citizens 94 to 
58, while in Washington the So- 
viet employs no Americans and 
129 of their own nationals.

of Peru. 


It was the Anglo Norse, re- 
turning from a 10-month whaling 
expedition off the coast of Peru. 
The mother ship, with its ecnvoy 
of eight deadly little killer boats, 
killed 3066 whales. 

The 18,200 tons of oil from t 
catch was worth a total of $4,500,- 
000. Part of the cargo had been 
taken from the ship by a tanker 
while it was on the whaling 
grounds. 

For the crew of 167 men, all 
but two of them Norwegians, this 
port was their first extended 
shore leave in 10 months. They 
touched at a few South American 
ports, but didn’t stay long enough 
for the men to get ashore. The 
ship was on the whaling grounds 
for about seven months, and 
spent three menths in transit be- 
fore docking here. 

Hunts Sperm Whales. 

The Anglo Norse hunts only 
sperm whales which weigh from 
35 to 60 tons apiece. 

With the mother ship as a base, 
each killer ship patrols the area 
about five miles apart. The killer 
ships are about 150 feet long. 

When whales are sighted, the 
killer ship fires a 160-pound har- 
poon from a gun in its bow. An 
explosive charge in the head of 
the harpoon kills the whale and 
spreads out barbs to hold the 
harpoon, 

Then the carcass is marked 
with a flag and pumped full of 
air, so it will float. 

It is towed back to the mother 
ship and hauled up the ramp 
built into the ship’s stern. There 
an eificient assembly line—a fac- 
tory afloat—takes over. 

Blubber Stripped Off. 

In 30 minutes, the blubber is 
stripped off the carcass, the bcdy 
is sawed up, bones and all, with 
eight-foot steam driven saws, and 
the whole carcass dumped into 
boilers to render the oil. 

The whales yield an average of 
a barrel of oil for each ton of 
weight. 

On a good day, 40 to 50 whales 
= killed. The record is 73 in cne 

ay. 

Whale oil is used mainly as a 
base for cosmetics. 

The crew gets a share of the 
profits, depending on the import- 
ance of their job. A crew spokes- 
man said the average was about 
$1000.

AFTERWARD WE DISCUSSED the spring 
forest fire situation and found it worse than usual, 
in number of fires if not in acreage. So far the 
weather has helped the foresters; but with cattle 
prices high, the pressure is on to burn over the 
woods in the old effort to “make the grass grow.” 
And the result, where the fire takes hold, is to 
remove the protective litter from the forest floor, 
speed up the run-off of rainfall, burn out the good 
perennials which do provide real forest grazing, 
afid encourage the little annual grasses which 
spring up and then die out as soon as dry weather 
strikes. Buck recounted the North Carolina ex- 
periments, which are now being born out by our 
experience here in the Ozarks, that it takes about 
15 years of fire protection to build enough humus 
and litter back into the forest soils to check the 
run-off and insure good absorption of water into 
the ground. When this point is reached, the 
growth of both trees and ground cover speeds up 
and there is a sharply noticeable improvement 
in the whole forest watershed.

The other feature, “IT’S A BIG COUNTRY,” is a series 
of episodes designed to show what a wonderful place the 
United States is, with bows in the direction of racial minorities. 
I’m afraid that the worthiness of the purpose is mitigated by 
the obviousness of the method. It’s a mixture of sermon, 
a Fourth of July oration, a Chamber of Commerce brochure, 
a sunshine editorial, and a generous helping of hokum.

Yellow Movieism 

In “SCANDAL SHEET,” at the FOX, Broderick Crawford 
plays Mark Chapman, the brutal, ruthless managing editor 
of a yellow tabloid who builds his newspaper to a 600,000 
circulation by such things as a “lonely hearts” club ball, 

which he personally covers. He has deserted 
his wife (Rosemary DeCamp) years before 
and changed his name, and is quite surly 
when the lady catches up with him at the 
ball, so he shoves her against a _ water 
fixture, breaking her pretty neck, and fixes 
it up to look like an accident. But an old 
rum-dum on Skid Row (Henry O'Neill) who 
was once a Pulitzer Prize winner in journalism, gets the 
goods on him, so Brod has to bump him off too. 

It will not take mature reflection to decide that neither 
of the characters played by Brod or O’Neill is exactly typical 
of managing editors or of Pulitzer Prize winners, although 
long ago a famous choleric city editor named Chapin, of the 
New York Evening World, murdered his wife and went to Sing 
Sing. However, it could be considered real documentary 
stuff alongside some of the fantasy that follows. Although 
he’s supposed to be a real tough guy, Broderick is too 
weak-kneed to make his star reporter, John Derek, lay off 
the investigation, and takes all kind of sass from Donna Reed, 
a Vassar-trained feature writer who is ‘out to elevate the 
tabloid business. Just protests helplessly until Derek pins 
the killings on him, his boss, imagine. Crawford wasted a 
lot of scowls and snarls on this role. 

I note this is from a novel by Samuel Fuller, whom I 
presume is the same Mr. Fuller who turned out a couple of 
cheap, second-rate Korean war pictures, particularly as this 
film has the same tawdry, blatant, and trite kind of story and 
character treatment. I have also read Mr. Fuller is preparing 
a film purporting to be a dramatization of newspaper history, 
called “Park Row.”

Father-and-Son Ministers Direct Goodwill 
Industries, With Emphasis on Training Workers 
for Private Jobs--A $400,000-a-Year Enterprise 


By Mary Kimbrough 


N a seven-story building at 
[1140 Forest Park boulevard, two 

genial Methodist ministers, 
father and son, direct a factory 
which hires only the handicapped 
yet does an annual business of 
nearly $400,000 in items ranging 
from Easter baskets to bird cages 
and from mattresses to millinery. 

Their. standards of craftsman- 
ship are high, based on the phi- 
losophy that “unless we turn out 
a quality article we can’t turn 
out a quality individual.” And 
nothing makes them happier than 
to turn out a trained employe 
who has proved he can support 
himself in private industry. 

The factory, training ground for 
some, means of livelihood for 
others, this month is _ helping 
America celebrate a half-century 
of Goodwill. With 100 similar in- 
stitutions throughout the country, 
it is the culmination of a dream 
which began 50 years ago in a 
little Boston church in the dark 
days of a depression. 


It was Dr. E. J. Helms, min- 
ister to a needy parish on Boston’s 
south side, who founded Goodwill 
Industries in 1902 as a means of 
helping handicapped people help 
themselves. St. Louis is No. 6, 
having been opened in the spring 
of 1917 under sponsorship of 
Trinity Methodist Church, and 
today is one of the 10 largest in 
the country. 

In 1923, six years after the 
St. Louis factory opened, the Rev. 
Ross W. Adair left a Duluth 
pastorate to become minister of 
Trinity and executive secretary 
of Goodwill. With him came his 
son, now the Rev. Robert C. 
Adair, then a ministerial student, 
who became associated with his 
father at the factory after taking 
his divinity degree from Boston 
University and working in the 
Boston parish with Dr. Helms. 
Five years ago, the elder Rev. Mr, 
Adair officially retired, although 
he still reports for duty every 
day, and the Rev. Robert Adair 
succeeded him as executive. 


Although on a national level 
Goodwill Industries are associated 
with the Board of Missions of the 
Methodist Church, and the Adairs 
have been appointed to their 
posts by the Methodist confer- 
ence, the factory and its eight’ 
retail stores here are autonomous. 
With “Bob” Adair—as he is 
known to the employes—as execu- 
tive head, the program and poli- 
cies are determined by a 
member Board of Directors, a 50- 
member Board of Governors, and 
a membership of approximately 
3600 from the St. Louis area. 


Working with discarded goods 
contributed by approximately 
125,000 families in the St. Louis, 
eastern Missouri and southern 
Illinois area, employes renovate 
clothing, furniture, toys, jewelry, 
electrical goods and _ kitchen 
equipment and offer it for sale 
in the retail stores. The wage 
scale ranges from approximately 
50 cents to $1 an hour, and goods 
are sold at thrift prices. 


Goods are invoiced at 75 per 
cent, sold at 100 per cent, with 
the 25 per cent margin used ‘to 
pay costs of store operation. In 
1950-51 Goodwill operated on a 
budget of $377,000, with a Com- 
munity Chest subsidy of $4080, or 
slightly more than 1 per cent. 
The remainder. was made up of 
sale of refinished goods and sal- 
vage. 

“This is not just a made-work 
program in the usual sense,” said 
Bob Adair. “It’s a productive pro- 
gram, a means of training the 
handicapped to support them- 
selves if possible. We feel we 
can do a $1,000,000 annual busi- 
ness with a staff of 600. That's 
our goal for 1960.”
